Spontaneous Life of. Communties. 
Mr. Wilson, had been asked to speak 


on citizenship organization,'but he said: 
"What we are most interested in is not 
the organization, but what produces or- 
ganization, and the study .of the civic 
center -is*'the study of the spontaneous 
life of communities. 
You do not light 


and open,the sclioolhouse at night, and 
then go out and scour the streets, I 
dare, say, to get -people to go in there 
for nothing in particular except to or- 
ganize: for after you .had organized 
them, you would have to appoint a com- 
mittee. .1 o find, out what they had or 
gani'zed for. What-you do is to open 
the* sclioolhouse nnd li_ght it in 
the 


evening and say: 'Here is a place, where 
you arc welcome to come and do any 
thing that it occurs to vou to do-' And 
the. .interesting thing about this move- 
ment is that :i, great many things have 
occurred to people, to do ill the' school- 
)iousc—things social, things education- 
al, thkigs political. One. of the reasons 
why politics took on a new complexion 
in ihc city in which this movement orig- 
inated wns that the people who went to 
the pcboolhou?e, at night knuw what was 
going on in thn city and they insisted 


j upon talking about it. The minute they 


began talking .ahout it it became im- 
possible, for there, arc scores of things 
:-. r.ir politics that will stop the mo- 
ment they arc mentioned on the street 
corners and talked of whore men will 
iistcn. The treatment for bad politics 
is exactly the modern treatment for

Strike in Big Locomo- 


tive Works. 


PLAN IS A SUCCESS 


Schnoctady, N. Y-, Vfc. 13.—A strike 


that has 
no parallel iu 
this country 


has been going on for two months in 
the boiled department of the American 
Locomotive 
works here. 
During all 


ibis period the other departments of 
the gig-tnt'ie manufacturing plant have 
been working full time, despite the fact 
that it is a "union shop," and that dur- 
ing the last three or four weeks strike- 
breaking 
boiiermakers, 
protected by 


armed guards, have been gradually tak- 
ing the places of the strikers. 


When the Uoilermakers, 800 or 000 


strong, struck about October 1, the 
company did not take the matter very 
seriously.. The grievances of the strik- 
ers were -regarded as so trivial that 
they were not endorsed by the 
great 


majority of the other 9,000 union men 
employed there, and it was 
expected 


that the strikers would yield. 


Locomotives cannot 
be turned 
out 


without boijers, however, and a month 
ago the officers of tue company decided 
to resume'work in 
the boiler-making 


department. Capt. H. H. Bowen, a "la- | 
bor adjuster," who handled the strike 
of the employes of the International 
Paper company in four states two year* 
»go, was sent for. He reached Schenec- 
tady with about -iventy-iivo 
guards 


election night.

the locomotive -works as night in heav- 
ily-ihuttered cars, and 
the 
following 


night more than 100 ski led boilermak- 
ers were introduced in the same fashion. 


There was no open violence, but there 


tfere muttered protests, and a very de- 
tided feeling of discontent. 
A week 


later Bowen sent for 60 more guards 
»nd nearly three hundred more boiler- 
makers, and the boiler shop began to 
take on its former appearance of in- 
tense activity.. One or two attempts at 
.violence were promptly suppressed. 


Regular Police System. 


In the- meantime 
a regular 
police 


lystem, under the strictest discipline, 
bad been': established. A large brick 
building'in tie center of the grounds, 
which embraced fifty-six acres, was 
fitted up.as a police station, with the 
usual green'light outside. Inside there 
•was a desk and a regulation blotter, 
presided over by a serpeant. In the rear 
•were cots in double tiers for the guards.
